Ditching, Ditching — This is the son- 
non for ditching low lands. X our ditches 
should he four rods apart unless your 
meadow is uncommonly full o! springs. 
T h e surface sods should he piled on one 
tide, and the muck on tho other, for the 
surface will not readily rot, and it will l>o 
much in tho way of tho spade a year 
heneo, when you will want to spread 
the other part over tho surfaco ol your 
meadow. 
These surfaco sods may be readily 
burnt ofter lying about a month in such 
weather as wo often liavo in autumn.— 
T h ey will burn 
better 
within a tew 
w eeks after cutting than they will after 
lying six months. 
Kindle the top sods 
first with the aid of a little wood or brush, 
and pile on tho remainder at intervals till 
the whole becomes a heap of pe.it ashes. 
T h ese will aid you much on seeding your 
land down to gruss. 
T he muck that is dug out, after the 
top ia token oil', should lie on that bank 
of tho tbtch which is to be subdued and 
sown with grass seed till the following 
year. 
It may then be wholly removed 
and spread, for the surface on the bank 
o f your ditch should not bo left quito so 
high as the centre o f tho grass plat ihat 
you are forming. 
The contents of your 
ditcbea will aid you materially in cover­ 
ing and manuring your ground, whether 
you proceed on the plan of covering the 
surface wholly or not. 
If a part of tho 
contenta of your ditches is gravelly, n# 
it often will be, it will be more favorable 
10 the future vegetation. 
Ditches 8 feet wide and 3 feet deep 
n a y be dug in elmosl any meadow, for 
lees than 25 cents per rod. 
When cross 
ditches are found neccsssry, they should 
be coverd in some mode or other before 
you find it proper to put yoor team on to 
plough. 
In sem e case* it may answer 
vour purpose to fill a narrow cross ditch 
half full of stones and bury them with 
surface sods, and wr.h muck or loam 
above the sods.
